Taking into consideration the large number of bills owing 
by the town which were unprovided for, we deferred paying 
the amount due Brown Academy for elementary tuition and 
were able to leave in the town treasury, temporarily, the sum 
of five hundred dollars, which became available for paying 
town debts. A portion of this amount will be needed by April 
1, the balance a little later. The cost of transportation re- 
mains about the same. On the basis of ten dollars per week for 
a teacher the average expense is about 60% of what it would 
cost to run a school. We know very little about rearing chil- 
dren or whether it is proper for them to play in sand and dirt, 
getting their face and hands badly soiled, but we do know such 
children do not remain away from school every time we have 
an east wind. Eight or nine years ought to fit for high school, 
but the way some parents keep their children at home it must 
take ten or eleven years to get a proper fit. The writer does 
not propose to go around town kicking up family rows on 
school attendance, but would suggest to parents they should 
have their children attend school every school day, if possible.
